A Two Year Grant

Over $25,000 has been received 
by the Girl Scout Council of Buf- 
falo & Erie County as part of the 
Public Housing Drug Elimination 
Program grant.

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A “Burnley Exchange” 
Reunion 


Erie County Girl Scouts partici- 
pated ina number of international 
exchanges from the mid-1970's 
through the mid-1980’s. The 
Burnley exchanges took place be- 
tween local Girl Scouts and Girl 
Guides in Burnley, Lancashire, 
England. Many close friendships 
were formed through the “Link” 
exchanges. 

One such story is that of Becky 
DeRoo of Amherst and Diane 
Brennand of Burnley, England. 
The girls first made contact with 
each other as pen pals when they 
were eight-year-old Brownie Girl 
Scouts. They remained pen pals 
for five years before having the 
opportunity to meet through the 
“Link” program. 

In the summer of 1983, DeRoo 
travelled to England with local Girl 
Scouts led by Mr. & Mrs. Albert 
Hummer. The group spent time in 
London and also camped at a well- 
known Girl Guide site called 
Waddow. Brennand and DeRoo 
met at Waddow and DeRoo went 
on to stay with Brennand’s family 
in Burnley for the rest of the trip. 

During her stay in England, 
DeRoo saw Brennand receive the 
Queen's Guide Award, anaward of 
distinction which includes a cer- 
tificate of recognition from the 
Queen. (Similarly DeRoo received 
the Gold Award, Girl Scouting’s 
highest honor in 1988.) 

Brennand came to Buffalo in 
1984 on a “Link” exchange and 
stayed with the DeRoos. While she 
was here she went camping at a 
local Girl Scout camp, attended a 
reception at the Buffalo Girl Scout 
Council and did some sightseeing 
with the DeRoos. 

This June, DeRoo and Brennand 
were re-united in Buffalo. Having 
keptup theirlong-distance Friend- 
ship, the tow wanted to see each 
other again as “adults”. So

Brennand planned a three-week 
visit to the U.S. Last spring DeRoo, 
a Senior at Bryne Mawr College, 
was able to see Brennand in En- 
gland while returning from college 
studies in Paris, France. 

Althoughithad been sevenyears 
since the two had seen each other, 
they both felt “as close an ever”. In 
fact, they say other family mem- 
bers feel “like extended family”. 
They would like the two families to 
meet some day. 

DeRoo and Brennand both found 
their Girl Scouting/Girl Guiding 
experiences influential and valu- 
able. DeRoo found the stay in an 
English family’s home a “cultur- 
ally broadening experience”. 

During a stop at the Girl Scout 
Service Center, the two talked with 
staf member Nancy Keech who 
hadalsovisited Burnley ona “Link” 
exchange. Keech has kept up 
friendships she made through the 
“Link” including Mrs. Coral 
Kirkbright, who was Brennand’s 
troop leader.
